In  1 790  George  Washington  wrote  to  Moses  Seixas  of 
Newport,  Rhode  Island,  a letter  which  contained  the 
statement . . . “to  bigotry  no  sanction,  to  persecution  no 
assistance.’’  Coming  from  America’s  first  president,  these 
words  portend  our  country’s  early  concern  with  religious 
freedom  and  harmony. 

Recently  a medal  series  was  planned  honoring  just  such 
American  ideals,  to  have  been  called  the  American  Freedom 
Series.  Endorsement  was  obtained  from  B’nai  B’rith  and  the 
first  medal  was  created  bearing  Washington’s  portrait,  his 
immortal  words  and  the  illustration  of  that  Rhode  Island 
synagogue. 

After  the  first  500  medals  were  struck  the  series  was 
cancelled.  When  Johnson  & Jensen  learned  of  the  existence 
of  these  medals  we  moved  rapidly  to  obtain  them  all.
